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JOHN CARTER 
THE RARE BOOK MARKET 


To SAY that the rare book trade is international, whereas most book 
collectors are insular in taste, may sound like a paradox. Yet it is true; despite 
the complexity of the red tape which today impedes almost all international 
transactions except those with a dollar (or perhaps a Swiss franc or an escudo) 
at the receiving end. And even these may be frustrated by the refusal of an 
export licence for some book or manuscript which is considered by the 
authorities concerned to be of national importance. 


In the matter of bibliophile insularity, the Channel is far wider than the 
Atlantic. It is true that M. Bodmer, of Geneva, collects Chaucer and Shakes- 
peare and Jane Austen—and perhaps recognises Poe and Melville—because 
they were, like Dante or Goethe or Stendhal, contributors to the literature of 
western civilisation. Similarly, Mr. Josiah K. Lilly, of Indianapolis, pays 
the bibliophile’s homage to Benvenuto Cellini and Voltaire, Tolstoi and the 
Brothers Grimm. But these are the exceptions—the very rare exceptions— 
which prove the rule that in his devotion to works of the imagination the 
average collector seldom strays beyond the literature of his own country or 
language. The late lamented Hugh Sharp, as Edinburgh knows, collected 
Fenimore Cooper and Washington Irving as well as Sir Walter Scott: because 
he had American ancestry. Mr. Michael Sadleir collects contemporary 
American literature because he finds in it certain qualities which contempo- 
rary English writers lack. And a thousand American collectors buy English 
literary first editions because they regard the authors, whether pre-1776 or 
post, as belonging to a common culture, as well as writing in approximately 
the same language. But the Englishmen or Americans who collect Continen- 
tal literature seriously are perhaps exceeded in paucity only by the French or 
Italian collectors who could point to even half a shelf of first editions by 
English or American writers. The international trade in books of this kind 
is therefore mainly one of arbitrage: spotting something in a place where it is 
unregarded and wafting it towards an area of regard. 


Literary first editions, however, though they bulk largest in the layman’s 
myopic view of bibliography, are but one section of a widely diversified 
pursuit. And in several other sections the factor of insularity is much less 
evident. Incunabula (fifteenth century printing) and early illustrated books, 
for example, will be regarded with approximately equal respect in California 
and in Tuscany. They have been keenly collected for centuries all over 
western Europe and for at least a century in North America. The landmarks 
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in the history of science, medicine and thought are equally international in 
their places of origin and in their interest for collectors, from Stockholm 
to Hampstead, from Vienna to New Haven. Indeed, though the attention of 
general, as distinct from specialist, collectors and librarians to this particular 
field is hardly a generation old, it is today perhaps as intense as any. And if 
the original editions of Copernicus De Revolutionibus Orbium Coelestiuin 
(Nuremberg, 1543) or of Newton’s Principia Mathematica (London, 1687) can 
now be recognised as books rare but not desperately rare, the bookseller who 
turns up a copy of Harvey’s De Motu Cordis (Frankfurt, 1628) or Malpighi’s 
De Pulmonibus (Bologna, 1661) or Boyle’s The Sceptical Chemist (London, 
1661) will probably have ten times as many collectors on his waiting list’as 
he has for a First Folio Shakespeare (1623). 


Another field of collecting which is essentially international, but perhaps 
less international today than it used to be, is that of fine old bindings. Fifty 
years ago Pierpont Morgan or some other American colossus would have 
given the connoisseurs of London, Paris or Milan a long run for their money 
if a really fine Grolier or ‘Maioli’ binding had come up for sale, whether at 
Sotheby’s or at the Hotel Drouot. Today, the Lucius Wilmerdings and 
Cortlandt Bishops are gone, and have left few successors; whereas a vigorous 
group of English collectors has arisen—Major Abbey, Mr. Davis, Mr. 
Ehrman, Mr. Hely Hutchinson, to name only the best-known—to give battle 
if necessary on Morgan’s very doorstep. The recent Bishop and Wilmerding 
sales in New York, in fact, decisively contradicted the popular European 
misconception of an all-acquisitive America, for the preponderant share of 
the finest bindings (as well as many other fine things) were brought home to 
London, Paris, Brussels and Geneva: an excellent example of international 
trade taking advantage of a reversion (presumably temporary) to insularity of 
taste. 


It is easy to say that the rare book business is, in general, in a reasonably 
flourishing condition. It is less easy to make comparative estimates between 
England, the Continent and America. There is, undoubtedly, more book- 
buying as a hedge against inflation in, say, France, than in England, where 
there is some but not much, or than in USA, where there is probably none. 
Yet the cold wind of high taxation in America is tempered, as it is not 
(appreciably) in this country, by very substantial concessions to those who 
present (among other things) books or manuscripts, or money to buy them, 
to public or institutional libraries. Consequently, if a good deal of not strictly 
bibliophile money is habitually paid across the counters of Parisian dealers, 
which contributes to temporary prosperity but not necessarily to permanent 
health, the booksellers of London and New York who serve the American 
market have not been as hard hit by American taxation as they might have 
been. As for the English market itself, it is something of a mystery that it has 
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remained persistently bullish through all the financial stringencies of the past 
dozen years. Good stock is scarce, as the prices of even commonplace material 
in the sale-room show. Booksellers sell a fine book with unsimulated reluc- 
tance, for they do not know when, or at what price, they can replace it. And 
the perennial cry that the reserves are drying up is heard with more frequency 
than usual. 


This fear has been regularly voiced, and as regularly falsified, for at least 
half a century past. It is true that certain classes of books—Elizabethan quarto 
plays, the editiones principes of the Greek and Latin classics, and some similar 
established rarissima—are today so nearly unprocurable that even a million- 
aire could not start collecting them with any expectation of achieving 
reasonable completeness. Yet within the last couple of years a lost Gutenberg 
Bible has been re-discovered, a resplendant assemblage of Shakespeare has 
changed hands, and collections of the first magnificence have been dispersed 
in the sale rooms of New York and Paris. Since the end of the war such 
libraries as those of the Prince of Lichtenstein, the Earl of Leicester, Baron 
Landau-Finaly or the Marquess of Bute have been seen to be less inviolate 
than pre-war assumption would have held them. And a London bookseller 
is now offering, in a series of sumptuous catalogues, manuscripts and books 
(from Sir Thomas Phillipps’s fabulous collection) of a richness and rarity 
which even the roaring ’twenties hardly matched. 


More significant, however, than these evidences of resource in the estab- 
lished fields of collecting is the constant reflux of bibliophilic interest in 
authors or periods or subjects which have gone temporarily out of fashion— 
Swinburne is a good current example. And more significant still, of course, is 
the hitherto unfailing proliferation of the collecting instinct itself: inquisitive 
—and then acquisitive—excursions being made by collectors every day into 
fields which few known predecessors have explored. For whereas the law of 
diminishing returns must operate, however slowly, on the kind of book which 
a great many people have been collecting for a very long time, the area of 
half-tilled and untilled territory is enough to keep all the collectors and would- 
be collectors in the world enjoyably and profitably employed till doomsday. 


Collectors cannot thrive without booksellers. And the antiquarian trade 
has lately lost two of its most potent and colourful personalities: A. S. W. 
Rosenbach, of Philadelphia and New York, and William Kundig, of Geneva. 
Kundig was auctioneer as well as bookseller, spoke (and joked in) at least 
three languages, and was the first President of the International League of 
Antiquarian Booksellers. He was a frequent partner in cosmopolitan deals and 
an excellent example of that close commercial co-operation within the rare 
book trade which becomes steadily less noticeable as one moves westward. 
Rosenbach, whose name was better known to the average Englishman than 
any London dealer’s, will be an even greater loss to the trade as a whole; for if 
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he never minded treading on the toes of his colleagues, and constantly outbid 
them, not only for books but for customers, he had a picturesque quality, a 
capacity for inspiring bibliophilic enthusiasm, a talent for making book- 
collecting seem exciting and adventurous, which extended far beyond his 
own clientele. It remains to be seen how the business will carry on without 
him, and who or what combination will move into the more than merely 
commercial vacuum which his death has created. 


Mr. John Carter has been European representative of the Scribner Rare Book Department 
in New York for the past twenty-five years; and through his hands have passed such treasures 
as the original manuscript of the Haffner Symphony, the Sadleir collection of XIX Century 
Fiction, the A. E. Housman poetical manuscripts and the rediscovered Shuckburgh copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible. He is the author of a number of books on bibliographical and bibliophilic 
subjects, the latest of which is ABC for Book-Collectors (Hart-Davis, 153.).

MAGIC BOOKS FROM MEXICO. Introduction and notes on the plates 
by C. A. Burland. Penguin Books, 4s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 32 pages. 16 colour plates. 
(King Penguins) 

An account of the manuscript picture books of the ancient Toltec and Aztec kingdoms 

of Mexico. Very few of these books, which illustrate historical and mythical events 

and religious ceremonies, survived the Spanish Conquest of Mexico in the sixteenth 
century, but a few were sent to Europe and form the subject of Mr. Burland’s short 
monograph. The outstanding feature is the use of “picture-writing’ and diagrammatic 
illustration executed in brilliant colours. Pages from these ancient Mexican manuscripts 

(written on long strips of deerskin or paper made from tree bark) make excellent colour 

plates, and will appeal to those interested in the art of manuscript illumination and book 

illustration, as well as to Mexican specialists. The author is a noted authority on his 


subject.

MYSTICISM AND LOGIC and Other Essays. Bertrand Russell. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 224 pages. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
This is a convenient and welcome reissue of one of the author’s most famous books, 
published originally in 1918. Besides the essays on ‘A Free Man’s Worship’, the 
collection contains more technical essays such as “The Ultimate Constituents of 
Matter’, “The Notion of Cause’ and ‘Knowledge by Acquaintance and Knowledge 
by Description’. In spite of the passage of time, these essays serve to show both how 
little the essentials of Russell’s thought have changed and how much his contempora- 
ries remain in his debt. His wit and stylistic elegance, unmatched since Hume, will 
ensure these essays a public long after their controversial impact has spent itself. (104) 


THE TEACHER WAS BLACK. H. E. O. James and Cora Tenen. 

Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 128 pages. 7 tables. (Heinemann Education Series) 
A most interesting account of a piece of research, sponsored by Unesco, into the 
attitudes of adolescents towards foreign peoples, carried out between 1948 and 1950 
by the Reader in Psychology, University of London, in collaboration with a former 
student, Dr. Cora Tenen. The experiment centred on a visit for two weeks by two 
young women teachers from the Gold Coast to a Secondary Modern School for 
boys and girls near London. The attitudes to the teachers and to other foreigners 
both before, during and after the visit were observed and recorded; changes in 
attitude as a result of personal contact were noted, and the durability of these changes 


are discussed; the study ends with a consideration of the educational implications 
of the conclusions reached. (136-7)

DESIGN FOR LIFE. An Exposition of the Sermon on the Mount, its Making, 
its Exegesis and its Meaning. A. M. Hunter. S.C.M. Press, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
124 pages. Indexes. 

In this book, which is a model of lucidity and packed with information, the author 

deals first with the making, manner and matter of the Sermon on the Mount and 

then provides a detailed exposition of the text. In a concluding section, he examines 

various interpretations of the Sermon and offers in the light of his investigations a 

reassessment of the ethic of Jesus. This short work will prove of interest to all who 

wish to have a simple yet scholarly presentation of Christian moral teaching, based 

upon the sayings here examined. (226-2) 


THE SOURCES OF THE SYNOPTIC GOSPELS. Vol. I. ST. MARK. 
Wilfred L. Knox. Edited by H. Chadwick. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 1953. 
22°2 cm. 176 pages. Indexes. 

This volume, already accepted for publication before the author’s death, is to be 

followed by another on St. Matthew and St. Luke. Convinced that we need to 

accept with reserve some of the claims of “form-criticism’ which explores the “twilight 
period’ of oral tradition when it is assumed the Gospel stories and sayings circulated 
as separate units, the writer advances the view that the early Christian missionaries 
would need a connected account—a kind of tract—of the life and ministry of Jesus, 
what He said and did, bearing the authority of the Churches from which they came. 

If this theory gained acceptance, the historical reliability of the narratives would be 

enhanced and the interval presumed between the events recorded and their appearance 

in written form reduced. No student of the Gospels can afford to neglect this work, 

which is characterised by accurate scholarship and acute judgment. (226-3) 


THE INTERPRETATION OF THE FOURTH GOSPEL. C. H. Dodd. 
Cambridge University Press, 42s. 1953. 24 cm. 490 pages. Indexes. 
In this outstanding contribution to Johannine theology, Professor Dodd attempts to 
set out and establish the principles that should guide the interpretation of the Fourth 
Gospel. In the first part, the background of thought is examined and there are two 
specially valuable chapters on the Hermetic literature and Rabbinic Judaism. The 
author then discusses the leading ideas of the Gospel-symbolism, eternal life, union 
with God, Spirit, Logos. Finally, the dominant ideas are related to the argument and 
structure of the Gospel, although detailed exegesis is not employed except in so 
far as it proves necessary. Immense learning, clarity of thought and expression and 
rare spiritual insight are here combined in a volume that will rank as a standard 
work for many years. (226-5) 


CHRISTIANITY. S. C. Carpenter. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 192 pages. 
Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
Dr. S. C. Carpenter, lately Dean of Exeter, is concerned in this book to give a plain 
account of Christianity by an examination of its rise and its development through 
the centuries, to consider its place in the history of civilisation, and to assess its message 
and mission in the world of our time. The author is well equipped for his task 
and while he touches of necessity on many controversial issues he is agreeably free 
from sectarian bias. In addition he has a vivid style which kindles interest in his 
theme.

A FAITH TO PROCLAIM. James S. Stewart. Hodder & Stoughton, 9s.6d. 
19$3. I9 cm. 160 pages. 
Professor Stewart, of Edinburgh University, here contends that if the Church is to 
make an impact upon the world it must be sure of its own foundations and in this 
volume, which contains the Lyman Beecher lectures for preachers at Yale University, 
he indicates how the modern preacher may proclaim the Incarnation, Forgiveness, 
the Cross and the Resurrection. The treatment of these themes is marked by intellec- 
tual power wedded to passionate conviction. Recent studies in New Testament 
theology are brought within the reach not only of preachers but of their congregations 
and every page is relevant to human need. (232) 


ST. TERESA OF JESUS and Other Essays and Addresses. E. Allison Peers. 
Faber, 25s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 315 pages. Indexes. 
The late Professor Allison Peers was justly regarded as a leading authority on Spanish 
mysticism, and the wealth of his knowledge permeated by a passionate devotion 
to his theme is abundantly illustrated in this volume. Three of the essays deal with 
St. Teresa as foundress, her letters, and the reasons why her literary style is held in 
high esteem. Another valuable section, fully documented, includes two studies 
containing much fresh material on St. John of the Cross, followed by three lectures 
on Cervantes and a short but impressive account of the life of Dom Edmund Gurdon. 
The quality of this scholarly, stimulating and illuminating volume is some indication 
of the loss sustained by the death of the author. (248) 


INUK. Roger P. Buliard. Macmillan, 21s. 1953. 22-2 cm. 346 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. 19 illustrations. 
Father Buliard spent fifteen years among the Eskimoes in their farthest northern 
habitation, and by living alongside them and learning their language he gained 
unique insight into their character and ways of life. There is valuable material here 
for the social anthropologist, while those who are looking for an enthralling travel 
story could not do better than read this book, which is written in a lively style. 
The founding of the Catholic Mission was the author’s supreme achievement even 
though he refers to it as a modest furrow in the apostolic field of the Oblate Fathers 
to whom he belongs. (266-2) 


THE HOLY KORAN. An Introduction with Selections by A. J. Arberry. 
Allen & Unwin, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 144 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
In this volume the author, who is Professor of Arabic in Cambridge University, 
seeks to make available for English readers the essential message of the Muslim 
scriptures. The selections form but a small proportion of the Koran but they are 
representative of its religious and ethical teaching. Various kinds of treatment have 
been tried with marked success in the making of these translations, ranging from 
literal prose to forms of stress verse. The introduction to the selections deals with the 
literary style of the Koran and attempts to assess the significance of the book as a 
whole.

THE IDEA OF PROGRESS. A Revaluation. Morris Ginsberg. Methuen, 6s. 
19$3. 17 cm. 88 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In this excellent study, the author reduces ‘progress’ from the nineteenth century 

notion of an inexorable law governing social development to an intellectual assump- 
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tion based on observed data supported by a rational ethic. On this view progress 
may be defined as a movement towards reason and justice and as such can be usefully 
employed in the analysis of the trends and objectives of social organisation without 
recourse to intensely metaphysical speculation of the kind propagated by Hegel and 
others whose ideas are reviewed in the first part of the essay. Professor Ginsberg, 
by establishing progress as a concept essentially ethical in character, suggests it as a 
basis for more optimistic inferences about current social life. (301°153) 


FASHIONS IN LONDON. Barbara Worsley-Gough. Wingate, 15s. 1953. 
22*2 cm. 126 pages. 44 illustrations. 13 drawings in text. Bibliography. Index. 


With a light touch, in an easy style, the author traces the decline and fall of ‘Society’ 
during the past century, showing us the close-knit social unit of inter-related land- 
owning families, already penetrated by the bankers, invaded by the magnates of 
commerce and after them by members of the professions and followers of the arts. 
She describes the changes of ‘Fashion’ which marked the stages of this process, in 
such matters as residential districts, houses and their interiors, clothes and shops, 
hotels and restaurants, and evening amusements. An interesting essay in social history, 
copiously and entertainingly illustrated. (301-44) 


THE INTERNATIONAL YEAR BOOK AND STATESMEN’S 
WHO’S WHO, 1953. Edited by L. G. Pine. Burke’s Peerage, 168s. 1953. 
2$*5 cm. 1,090 pages. 

A new annual which provides in one volume information which normally has to 

be sought from several sources. In the section dealing with the states of the world 

ninety-five separate countries have been listed, giving for each form of government, 
constitution, population, area, financial and banking systems, exports and imports, 
agricultural and industrial products, legal and educational systems, and religion. 

There is also a useful list showing names of foreign diplomats accredited to each 

country. In the international Who’s Who that follows the entries have been restricted 

to statesmen and politicians, and leading personalities in ecclesiastical, legal, military, 
industrial, commercial and financial fields. An introductory section deals with the 

United Nations, the International Court, and reigning Royal Families of the world.

POLITICAL TRACTS OF WORDSWORTH, COLERIDGE AND 
SHELLEY. Edited, with an introduction, by R. J. White. Cambridge University 
Press, 308. 1953. 22°8 cm. 347 pages. Bibliographical note. Notes. Index. 


Wordsworth and Coleridge as young poets hailed the promise of the French Revolu- 
tion. In later years they were concerned with the condition of England and the fitness 
of the government to deal with it and the ideas bred by the Revolution. Shelley was 
always a rebel against dogmas, conventions and institutions that hampered mankind. 
Their politico-philosophical tracts in this collection were written between 1809 and 
1821 and show each of them in his own way discussing the reform of the government 
and the governed. As Mr. White says, ‘to them the problem was to make statesmen 
into philosophers or bring to bear the spirit of the creative imagination on society 
as a whole’. The excellent introduction gives the historical setting to these tracts 
and discusses the approach of each author to his subject. (320°1) 








INDIANS OVERSEAS IN BRITISH TERRITORIES, 1834- 
1854. I. M. Cumpston. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 208 pages. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. (Oxford Historical Series, British Series) 

This work traces the course of the early recruitment of Indians for labour in the 

British Colonies, designed to fill the needs of the sugar colonies, principally the West 

Indies and Mauritius, after the emancipation of the slave labour on which their 

prosperity had been built. Indirectly, therefore, it traces the decline of the West 

Indian colonies. In the twenty years under review the traffic originally designed as a 

stop-gap had become permanent. Humanitarian feeling both in Britain ot in India 

was roused by the obvious exploitation of coolie labour; nevertheless the acceptance 
of regular emigration opened the way for the permanent settlement of Indians which 
is so strong a feature today in East Africa, Mauritius, and parts of the Pacific. This is 

a scholarly and extensively documented piece of academic research into origins.

THE SOUTH SEAS IN TRANSITION. A Study of Post-War Rchabili- 
tation in Three British Pacific Dependencies. W. E. H. Stanner. Australasian 
Publishing Co. (Sydney, Australia, and London), sos. 1953. 22°3 cm. 448 pages. 4 maps 
on endpapers. 46 tables. Bibliographical references. Index. 

Written in 1947 and revised in the light of events up to 1950, this book is the result 

of investigations conducted at the invitation of the Institute of Pacific Relations and 

the Australian Institute of International Affairs, under whose auspices it is published. 

Part I, dealing with Papua~-New Guinea, describes briefly the pre-war situation, 

important events of the war period, and main post-war developments. Later sections 

treat in similar fashion the Crown Colony of Fiji and the Trust Territory of Western 

Samoa. Finally, Dr. Stanner discusses broadly questions such as trusteeship, social 

policy, economic development, regionalism, ethnographic limitations and prospects. 

This is an important work by an anthropologist who is now an Australian Commis- 

sioner on the South Pacific Commission. (325342)

A REVIEW OF ECONOMIC DOCTRINES, 1870-1929. T. W. 
Hutchison. Oxford University Press, 30s. 1953. 22*8 cm. 470 pages. Bibliography 
Index. 

The first part of this work considers individually the leading economists at the 

close of the nineteenth century—Jevons, Marshall, Wicksteed, Menger, Walras, 

Pareto and the rest—and also discusses the general position of political economy in 

England, Germany and Austria at that period. Part Il shows the change from ‘static’ 

to ‘dynamic’ analysis, and Part III deals with the economics of instability and distur- 

bance. The book is likely to prove indispensable to students of economics, and the 
author, who is Reader in Economics in the University of London, has added a useful 

introductory guide to further study. (330-1)

This volume covers Barbados, British Guiana, British Honduras, Jamaica, Leeward

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the Falkland Islands. The information in each case is classified under uniform headings: 
General Background (including geographical and climatic features, population, social 
amenities, political structure, principal economic legislation, and communications and 
transport); Productive Activities; Finance and Trade; Development (governmental 
and other); and Miscellaneous. The information covers the period from 1938 to the 
end of 1951.

This work, prepared under the auspices of the Columbia University Council for 

Research in the Social Sciences, provides an exhaustive survey which, although not 

intended for the general reader, will be appreciated by economic historians, statisticians 

and economists. It shows, in five-yearly periods from 1790 to 1850, the fluctuations in 

British prices, foreign trade, investment, industry and agriculture, finance and labour, 

and goes on to discuss British share and commodity prices and the construction of price 

indexes. The whole of Volume Il is given to an account of British business cycles and 
trends, and particularly of the methods of statistical measurement and analysis.

Sections include banker and 
customer, cheques, the paying and the collecting banker, other instruments, the 
account, special accounts, other services, securities for advances, termination of 
relationship between banker and customer, and banking administration. With each 
case is set out a statement of the facts, an extract from the judgment, and extensive 
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notes. Lord Chorley was formerly Professor of Commercial Law in the University of

Some seven years ago Sir John Craig published a study of Newton at the Mint. It was a 

precursor to this, his full retrospectus of coining in Great Britain and in the Queen’s 

Realms overseas. Sir John has concentrated the weight of his research upon the Tower 

Mint which, gradually but surely, strengthened its importance until it became an 

unrivalled centre of authority, provincial mints dropping out one by one until they 

disappeared, and the Edinburgh mint being abolished in 1817. Not only is the 
administrative history of the Royal Mint uncovered, but physical processes of coining 
are described with asides and personalia which will help to render a technical subject 
pleasing to the layman. Sir John Craig was Deputy Master of the Royal Mint from 

1938 to his retirement eleven years later. His work, which is the first of its kind on so 

full a scale, will in time be supplemented; it can scarcely be superseded. —_(332°40942)

rhe Bills of Exchange Act, 1882, was the first of a number of codifying statutes in 

place of some 2,500 cases and seventeen statutes on the subject. The first part of this 

standard work is in the form of a commentary on sections of the Act, while later 
chapters deal with the Statute of Limitations, securities for bills of exchange, payment 
by bill, note or cheque, and negotiable securities for money. Appendices set out forms 
required and parts of relevant statutes. This edition has been considerably changed. 
Additions include a comparative table giving the sections of the American Negotiable

FRIENDLY SOCIETIES IN THE WEST INDIES. Report on a Survey 
by A. F. and D. Wells and a Despatch from the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
to the West Indian Governors dated 15th May, 1952.

The survey here reported was carried out in 1948-49 by Mr. and Mrs. Wells, who 

spent six months in Jamaica, three months in Barbados, and shorter periods in the other 

principal islands. A great many existing organisations, only remotely linked to the 
normal idea of a Friendly Society, are examined, and also the history of such move- 
ments and groups. The report calls attention to the low standard of management all 
too frequently met with, and recommends legislation to improve this, compulsory 
inspection, the provision of model rules and forms of account, and a stricter provision 
for audit. The survey was intended as a necessary preliminary to the extension of Social 
Security measures in the Colonies. (33409729) 


PROPHECY OF FAMINE. A Warning and the Remedy. H. J. Massingham 
and Edward Hyams. Thames & Hudson, 12s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 192 pages. 

A joint plea for the saner use of land in Britain, coupled with a warning that without 

suitable reforms disaster may follow, this book is unique in that its co-authors, while 

agreeing on the fundamental problem and its broad solution, differ on the plan of 
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campaign which should be adopted to avert disaster. The late H. J. Massingham 
believed that the land was of such vital importance “as to be above and below politics’, 
while Edward Hyams believes that ‘the land is the principal responsibility of the 
politician’. But they agree that the only way to increase food production to a safe level 
is to re-populate the land with responsible, working farmers, a multitude of men to 
work a multitude of holdings to the limits of intensification. Nobody can challenge 
the soundness of their arguments. Their book should be widely read, for their message 
is of universal importance. (338-17)

writers. The volume is intended to supplement the usual textbooks, and, as the 

compilers hoped, it should call the attention of students to valuable articles which 

might otherwise be missed.

The fact that four editions have appeared in eight years shows the popularity and 
usefulness of this introductory guide by the Quain Professor of Jurisprudence in the 
University of London. It gives the essential background information which anyone in 
a common law country beginning a study of law, academically or professionally, 
would require. After dealing with the general divisions of the law in common law 
and equity, the author deals with law literature, methods of study, technical terms, 
case law technique, dealing with problems, examinations, moots, legal research, legal 
careers, and concludes with a useful chapter on books for general reading. —_ (340°7) 


ASSIZE PAGEANT. Fifty Years in the Criminal Courts. W. Lloyd Woodland.

This book has been written from an unusual angle, that of an official shorthand-writer 
at the Hampshire Assizes in Winchester, which the writer has attended since 1902. 
During that period he has come into touch with outstanding personalities both on the 
judicial bench and at the Bar, and has witnessed a number of causes célébres. The book 
is well written, with an insight which makes it some contribution to the social and legal 
history of this century.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION IN MALAYA. S. W. Jones. Royal Institute 


of International Affairs in co-operation with the International Secretariat, Institute of 


Pacific Relations, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 237 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, who was a member of the Malayan Civil Service for thirty years, 
analyses the administration of Malaya and the peculiar difficulties that have had to be 
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overcome in its history. Three different types of government, the Crown Colony of 
the Straits Settlements, the four federated Malay States and six unfederated Malay 
States, together comprise Malaya, and this complex structure was superimposed upon 
a plural society consisting of Malays, Chinese and Indians. The administration, a 
product of British rule and influence, was the unifying factor. The long and compli- 
cated story is compressed with masterly clarity in this short book. (354°591) 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION IN BURMA. A Study of Development 
during the British Connexion. F. S. V. Donnison. Royal Institute of International 
Affairs in co-operation with the International Secretariat, Institute of Pacific Relations, 
118.6d.

[his study traces the history of British administration in Burma from its foundation 


and up to 1948. The story is divided into six main periods: from 1824 to 1862, when 
Burma was in effect part of the Presidency of Bengal; from 1862 to 1897, during which 
the new Province was governed by a Chief Commissioner; from 1897 to 1923, 
when the Commissioner became a Lieutenant Governor; from 1923 to 1937, the 
period of constitutional experiment; from 1937 to 1942, the period of separation from 
India and a degree of self-government; and from 1942, the Japanese Occupation, to 
1948, when Burma finally became independent. The author, who was a member of the 
Indian Civil Service from 1922 to 1948 and was Chief Secretary to the Government 
of Burma, has written a clear and succinct account of a complicated subject.

Selections are gathered together under 
main headings which begin with the prologue to wars and continue through convoys 
and transportation of troops, command of the sea, engagements ashore and afloat, and 
administrative services to the aftermath of wars. Ships, regiments and personalities 
are fully represented, with the period of the Peninsular War predominating.

The General Conference was divided into 
five groups each of which studied one particular aspect of education, and was attended 
by representatives from all the territories concerned, including a number of prominent 
African educationalists. The extensive range of subjects considered by the Conference, 
and their recommendations, make this a document of great significance to the 
development of an educational system suited to African needs and conditions.

They relate to the classical theory of international trade and 
present-day problems, recent trends in the theory of the mechanism of international 
trade, gains from foreign trade, inter-relations between monetary and fiscal policy 
and commercial policy, the influence of national economic planning on commercial 
policy, and the economics of development. His theories will, as always, be of interest 
to students of economics.

THE SILENT WORLD. J. Y. Cousteau with Frédéric Dumas. Hamish

Captain Cousteau founded the Underwater Research Group of the French Navy and 
his book is mainly the story, told in an attractively enthusiastic manner, of how the 
aqualung apparatus, which allows a diver to breathe comfortably for some three hours 
down to 300 feet, was developed and of the various tasks and games that he has 
pursued with its help. Exploring wrecks, salvaging Roman merchandise, testing the 
physiological effects of deep diving, locating minefields—these are some of the adven- 
tures described. The excellent colour photographs illustrate the apparently pointless 
gaudiness of these dim regions.

The value of the book is much enhanced 
by the extensive annotated bibliography relating to sources of information concerning 
ancient foreign weights and measures, the Pyramids, and the history of English

Professor Dawkins, well known for his work on the folk-literature of modern Greece, 
has here assembled eighty-four traditional stories, many still related in Greek villages. 
Edited with scholarship and translated as directly as possible, these stories are simple, 
often vivid works of art; they are also a rich and still comparatively unexplored mine 
of myth, fable and poetic imagery. The book will be welcomed both by the specialist 
and by the general reader of European and Near Eastern folk-literature. It should also 
be read by those interested in Greece, classicists included, for it provides insight into 
that fertile people’s imagination which lies at the base of the great periods of Greek 
culture.

ROBERT GROSSETESTE and the Origins of Experimental Science, 
1100-1700. A. C. Crombie. Oxford University Press, 35s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 381 pages.

Dr. Crombie’s fully documented thesis is that the method of experimentation for 
verifying inductive generalisations, which has become peculiarly the tool of natural 
science, was elaborated as early as the twelfth century. Robert Grosseteste and his 
followers started from the recently available classical and Arabic scientific works 
(especially Aristotle) and worked out the experimental method primarily because they 
were interested in the logical processes underlying demonstrable knowledge and their 
relation to processes in mathematics and metaphysics. Dr. Crombie traces the historical 
development, using as an example the gradual elucidation of the optical principles 
of the rainbow, and follows the method to its fruition in Galileo and Newton. (507)

PHYSICAL FORMULAE. T. S. E. Thomas. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1953. 17 cm. 
126 pages. Figures. Tables. (Methuen’s Monographs on Physical Subjects) 


This reference book contains a selection of the main mathematical laws of classical 
physics, excluding purely empirical laws. It will be valuable to students and research 
workers in engineering as well as in physics. (530) 


PROBLEMS IN HYDRAULICS. R. S. Paradise. Blackie, 17s.6d. 1953. 
20 cm. 350 pages. Diagrams. Tables. 


Of the problems in this book some (126) are worked out in detail and others (323) left 
for the reader to solve (answers are given to these). Each chapter gives a brief résumé 
of principles and formulae from which examples can be solved. The work covers 
hydrostatics, floating bodies, hydrodynamics, orifices and notches, flow in channels, 
pipes and under varying head, viscous flow, impact of jets, hydraulic prime movers, 
pumping machinery, dimensional analysis, and miscellaneous problems. Solved and 
see problems are related so that the former do assist the latter. The book is an 
excellent students’ text. The author is Senior Lecturer in Mechanical Engineering at 
the South East London Technical College. (532) 


PHOTOMETRY. John W. T. Walsh. 2nd, revised, edition. Constable, 63s. 1953. 
24 cm. $78 pages. Frontispiece. 5 plates. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


This excellent book derives from the author’s experience in the technique of light 
measurement, gained during his career at the National Physical Laboratory. Since 
the first edition (1926) important advances have been made in the subject, particularly 
with regard to the use of photocells, and there have also been fundamental changes in 
photometric nomenclature and definitions. The work has in consequence been largely 
rewritten, and it incorporates the latest changes made by the Commission Interna- 
tionale de lEclairage at its meeting in 1951. Taken together, the two editions furnish 
a very full bibliography of the subject, for whilst the first edition contained references 
to all the important scientific literature published by 1925, the second edition provides 
a reference to every important paper published since that date. (535°89)

INORGANIC CHEMISTRY. A Textbook for Advanced Students. E. de 
Barry Barnett and C. L. Wilson. Longmans, 35s. 1953. 25°6 cm. $26 pages. Diagrams. 
Tables. Index. 
Dr. Barnett, formerly Head of the Chemistry Department at the John Cass Technical 
Institute, and Dr. Wilson, Reader in Analytical Chemistry in the University of 
Belfast, have provided a textbook of university standard. It is largely confined to 
descriptive inorganic chemistry: after a brief discussion of atomic weight determina- 
tion, crystal chemistry and stereochemistry, quantum theory, nature of valency and 
radioactive change, the elements and most of their compounds are systematically 
described according to the Bohr classification. The book contains little physical or 
industrial material. (546) 


OXIDATION OF METALS AND ALLOYS. O. Kubaschewski and B. E. 
Hopkins. Butterworth, 35s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 254 pages. 2 plates. Diagrams. Tables. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The present great concentration of effort on gas turbines and other technical develop- 

ments demand detailed information on the behaviour of metals towards oxygen and 

other gases at high temperatures. This publication surveys present knowledge from 
both the theoretical and practical sides (including a chapter dealing with the individual 
metals and alloys); and fortunately the authors use the term ‘oxidation’ in a sense wide 
enough to include reaction with other gases. The literature background comprises 
$49 references. Much research is in progress in this field (the first author has himself 
made important contributions) and the book could not have appeared at a more 
opportune moment. (546)

DATING THE PAST. An Introduction to Geochronology. Frederick E. 
Zeuner. 3rd edition, revised and enlarged. Methuen, 42s. 1953. 22°2 cm. $15 pages. 
50 illustrations. 103 diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Geochronology seeks to provide not merely a relative but an absolute time scale, 

extending right back to the formation of the earth’s crust. The methods employed 

include dendrochronology (dating from tree-ring analysis), varve analysis, the linking 
of the geological record to fluctuations in solar radiation, and radioactivity estimates of 
the age of rocks. The science is a comparatively new, and developing, one and 
agreement on all the methods and results is not to be expected, but Dr. Zeuner sets out 
very fairly the pros and cons. The chapters dealing with aspects outside his own field, 
archaeology, are based on careful summaries of the existing literature, of which an 
extensive bibliography is given. This general survey is primarily for the specialist, but 
the general chapters can be followed by the interested reader. ($51°7)

TRIBAL CRAFTS OF UGANDA. Margaret Trowell and K. P. Wachsmann. 
Oxford University Press, 458. 1953. 25°4 cm. 444 pages. 19 plates. 97 pages of line 
illustrations. Map. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

An authoritative record of the material cultures of the tribes of Uganda as they exist 

today. Mrs. Trowell possesses not only a keen interest in and knowledge of tribal 

craftsmanship, but the artist’s eye for significant selection. Drawings illustrate to scale 
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hundreds of types of implement, hut, seer yr personal adornment, and musical 
instrument, in many cases with selective details sketched somewhat larger. The second 
part, by Dr. Wachsmann, is an exceptionally valuable analysis of the variety and 
distribution of musical instruments throughout the Protectorate. The work as a whole 
is of outstanding merit. Its mass of detail is brought together, by judicious classification, 
so that not only the artifacts of any particular tribe can be studied, but also the local 
and tribal variations of particular objects. Thus it has very wide implications in the 
whole field of ethnology and the history of tribal movements and origins. (572°96761)

HISTOCHEMISTRY, THEORETICAL AND APPLIED. A. G. Everson 
Pearse. Churchill, 60s. 1953. 24 cm. $38 pages. 4 colour plates. 109 illustrations. 
Tables. References. Indexes. 
The Lecturer in Histochemistry, Postgraduate Medical School, University of London, 
provides an authoritative, well-illustrated reference work for histologists, investigators 
and laboratory technicians working in the biological and medical sciences. Its scope 
is defined as ‘the whole of histochemistry, as applied to tissue sections’. It deals solely, 
therefore, with the theoretical and practical aspects of microscopical histochemistry. 
It is an exhaustive study throughout which the author elucidates the applications of 
the subject to physiological and pathological problems. Having himself tested all the 
methods available those approved or modified he discusses with full theoretical detail 
and a critical estimate of their purpose and usefulness. The actual techniques, more than 
120, are described in appendices. (574°8) 


THE WEALD. S. W. Wooldridge and Frederick Goldring. Collins, 25s. 1953. 
22*3 cm. 288 pages. 16 colour plates. 25 photographs. 53 maps and diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. (New Naturalist) 

The authors aim at explaining the evolution and character of the Wealden environment 

for the benefit of the field naturalist, and at showing how this explanation has been 

reached by deduction from a multitude of careful observations. Professor Wooldridge 
describes authoritatively by logical stages how the present landscape came into being, 
from the succession of the rocks, through the geological structure, to the long process 
of land sculpture. The subject is admittedly complex, but through his skill in exposition 
he succeeds in holding the reader’s interest and imagination. In the later chapters, plant 
and animal life, agriculture, and the pre-railway settlements are related to this physical 
basis. His co-author, besides supplying much local knowledge, is responsible for the 
fine illustrations, particularly the colour photographs. A defect is the lack of a location 
map. The book can be recommended with confidence to all interested in this classic 
region of English field sciences. (574°942)

BUTTERFLIES OF THE WOOD. Written and illustrated by S. and E. M. 
Beaufoy. Collins, 3s.6d. 1953. 21°5 cm. 36 pages. 107 photographs (26 in colour). 
Paper bound. (Country Naturalist) 

The authors deal with twenty-six species of woodland butterflies and supply informa- 

tion on life histories, food plants, behaviour and geographical variation, much of 

which has been discovered only recently. They explain carefully the characteristics 

and relations of the different groups, which gives the beginner a better chance of 

sorting them out than many larger textbooks. Most of the photographs are exceedingly

good; of the coloured ones those of cabinet specimens are perhaps more successful than 
those from life. A short section gives hints on rearing these butterflies in captivity 
and the book closes with a systematic list of the species mentioned. (s95°78) 


BIRDS OF THE FIELD. James Fisher. Collins, 3s.6d. 1953. 21°5 cm. 
36 pages. 38 photographs by Eric Hosking and others (16 in colour). Paper bound. 
(Country Naturalist) 

This volume introduces a new series of inexpensive natural history books edited by 

Mr. Fisher. He has paid particular attention to the illustrations and the standard of 

these is high except for some occasional lapses in the colour reproduction. The text is 

for the beginner and the amateur naturalist and since it covers only thirty-six species 
of typical field-living birds, it is possible even in such a small volume to say quite 

a lot about each. Mr. Fisher deals first with identification and status and then adds 

much of interest from recent research on food, population problems, breeding biology 

and migration. (598-2) 


RARE AND EXTINCT BIRDS OF BRITAIN. Ralph Whitlock. Phoenix 
House, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 224 pages. Frontispiece and 84 photographs. Glossary. 
Index. 

To those who seck a compilation about the rarer species of birds on the British list this 

will be a useful book. It is embellished with some very fine photographs. The lost 

breeding species are first considered and the reasons given for their disappearance. 

This is happily still quite a small list, though some that come in the second section of 

rare and local birds may eventually join them. Descriptions, distribution and history 

of decline are given for each species. Another section deals with British forms of 
widespread species and the final chapters cover rare birds of passage, vagrants, and 
eccentricities. (598°242) 


THE BIRDS OF LANCASHIRE. Clifford Oakes. Oliver & Boyd, 21s. 195$3. 
23°4 cm. 393 pages. 40 photographs. 2 maps. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Mr. Oakes has made a thorough job of documenting the birds of Lancashire, a task 
which has languished since Mitchell’s book last published in 1892. Brief introductory 
chapters outline the climate, geology and topography and the main part of the book 
treats the species in systematic order. He naturally gives emphasis to distribution and 
traces it in some detail, giving the authorities (though not always the references) for 
most statements. Data on breeding and migrations follow and there is much useful 
information on general biology, weather movements, ringing returns and changes in 
status or abundance. The illustrations show typical habitats as well as a selection of the 
birds.

SYMPATHETIC CONTROL OF HUMAN BLOOD VESSELS. 
H. Barcroft and H. J. C. Swan. Edward Arnold, 18s. 1953. 22-2 cm. 173 pages. 
Illustrations. Charts. Diagrams. References. Index. (Monographs of the Physiological 
Society, No. I) 
The Professor of Physiology and the former Lecturer in Physiology, St. Thomas’s 
Hospital, record in detail and comment on research into the circulation in certain blood 
vessels in man and the function of the sympathetic hormones—adrenaline and 
noradrenaline. Although the circulation in the extremities forms the basis of this study, 
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physiologists will appreciate that the findings have an application to blood vessels in 
other parts of the body. There is an appendix on plethysmography. Written primarily 
for the investigator, such chapters as those on sympathetic denervation, adrenergic 
blockade, phaeochrome tumours, and vaso-vagal syndrome will also interest physician 
and surgeon. (612°1) 


THE BILE PIGMENTS. C. H. Gray. Methuen, 9s.6d. 1953. 17 cm. 158 pages. 
Figures. References. Index. (Methuen’s Monographs on Biochemical Subjects) 
This volume by the Professor of Chemical Pathology in the University of London is a 
concise yet adequate summary of work to date on the bile pigments, particularly in 
their relation to man. There are chapters on the chemical structure, the reactions, the 
quantitative measurement, the absorption spectra and the biosynthesis of these 
pigments. The catabolism of the haemoglobin, the transport of bilirubin in the blood 
and the changes of the bile pigments in the alimentary canal are dealt with. There is 
an examination of the mechanism of jaundice, a chapter on urobilin and stercobilin 
and, finally, a discussion of some still outstanding problems, e.g. the function of 
bilirubinuria and the nature of kern icterus. This is a full book with something for most 
pathologists, biochemists, physiologists and clinicians. (612°3) 


NUTRITION AND HEALTH. Being the Cantor Lectures delivered before 
the Royal Society of Arts, 1936, together with two earlier essays. Sir Robert 
McCarrison. New edition, revised and enlarged. Faber, 12s.6d. 1953. 22°8 cm. 
125 pages. 4 plates. 4 charts. References. Index. 

Nutrition workers will value a reprint of these classics of their literature, the truth 

of whose thesis that ‘the greatest single factor in the acquisition and maintenance of 

good health is perfectly constituted food’ has now been established. To the three 

Cantor Lectures, based upon Sir Robert McCarrison’s experimental work in India, 

two essays (published in 1921 and 1927) have been added: Introduction to ‘Studies in 

Deficiency Disease’ and Diseases of Faulty Nutrition. Dr. H. M. Sinclair, Director 

of the Laboratory of Human Nutrition, Oxford University, contributes a final chapter 

on Nutrition and Health: Recent Advances. (613-2) 


CLINICAL INVESTIGATION. A Manual for Practitioners and Students. 
E. H. Stokes. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 10$s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 
628 pages. 350 illustrations (6 in colour). Index. 

Dr. Stokes outlines a method of investigation which should be comprehensive enough 

to cover the circumstances of most patients yet is concise enough to enable the clinician to 

complete his task reasonably quickly. First he gives a description of case-recording. 

Then he discusses general appearances in disease. Subsequent chapters describe 

examination of the circulatory, respiratory, alimentary, genito-urinary, nervous and 

haemopoietic systems. Although basic clinical methods are emphasised, special methods 
are not neglected and are illustrated in the text by X-ray photographs, electrocardio- 
grams and phono-cardiograms. The author is Senior Honorary Physician at the Sydney 

Hospital and also lectures in medicine and clinical medicine in the University of 

Sydney. (616-07) 

THORACIC SURGICAL MANAGEMENT. J. R. Belcher and 
I. W. B. Grant. Bailliére, 16s. 1953. 21 cm. 208 pages. 6s illustrations. Index. 

The authors’ aim is to provide, for resident surgical officers newly appointed to 

thoracic surgical units or for those occasionally charged with the care of these cases 

in general hospitals, a practical handbook giving details of management and minor 
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procedures in diagnosis, pre- and post-operative treatment. They describe clearly and 
in simple terms methods taught at the Brompton Hospital, London, and generally 
accepted, including the interpretation of radiographs when post-operative treatment 
depends upon it and excluding techniques of physiotherapy and nursing.

After a preliminary chapter on the classification of these infections, he 
elucidates the present knowledge of influenza, clinical picture, chest complications, 
pathology, laboratory diagnosis and epidemiology. He then discusses, with case notes, 
febrile catarrh or undifferentiated respiratory disease, atypical pneumonia, psittacosis 
and ornithosis, Q fever and the common cold. In three final chapters Professor Stuart- 
Harris deal with differential diagnosis, prevention and treatment. The text, illustrations 
and documentation of this attractively produced book bear the impress of an authority.

This unusual book is a study of the influence of the great Mogul emperor of India 

Akbar (1542-1605) on the native miniature painting of his time. The first part discusses 

Akbar’s religious beliefs, the second his role as patron of the arts. With his reign is 

associated the Mogul school of Indian painting which, by grafting Persian features on 
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to Hindu and Muslim traditions, evolved a new style of greater naturalism and 
increased range of subject matter. The plates are of high standard and full of details 
of historical and iconographical interest which are explained in the text. This modest 
little book, which combines the study of Indian art with religion, is a useful and 
stimulating addition to the subject of Indian painting and not too specialised to inti- 
midate the intelligent general reader.

THE STRATFORD FESTIVAL. A History of the Shakespeare Memorial

J. C. Trewin, author, dramatic critic and theatre historian, traces the Shakespeare 

performances at Stratford before the Memorial Theatre was built, and gives an 

account of the festivals from the year of their inception, 1879, until 1931, during which 

time Sir Frank Benson played a major part, the theatre was destroyed by fire (1926), 

and performances were held in a temporary theatre (1926-31). T. C. Kemp, dramatic 

critic of The Birmingham Post, then writes of the festivals at the new Memorial Theatre 
from 1932 until 1952. The book is well documented, and provides a complete list of 
the Shakespeare plays performed at the festivals between 1879 and 1952 and the names 
of all the actors in the festival companies. (792°0942)

THE ULTIMATE MOUNTAINS. An Account of Four Months’ Mountain

The Garwal ranges of the Himalaya contain a vast number of high peaks of over 

20,000 feet, including those great mountains Nanda Devi and Kamet. This is a pleasant 

account of a Scottish expedition which climbed a new peak of over 20,000 feet and also 

covered much interesting country. The numerous photographs, which are a feature 

of the book, give a good idea of this beautiful, unspoilt region. That of the extra- 

ordinary ice flutings on Panch Chuli deserves special mention. There are also several 

photographs of the picturesque inhabitants and their villages. (796-52) 


STILL WATER FLY-FISHING. A Modern Guide to Angling in Reservoirs 
and Lakes.

Few books have been written on lake and reservoir fishing and here a specialist shows 

that gear and methods for fishing in such waters will often be very different from 

those used for river angling.

It also includes a simple study 

of lake biology and the behaviour of a body of water, as well as a report on stocking 

policies and a chapter on books about fish and fishing.

A Directory 
for Writers, Artists, Playwrights, Film Writers, Photographers and Composers.

The two main sections give particulars and the requirements of journals and publishers 

in Britain, Eire, Australia, Canada, India, Pakistan, New Zealand, South Africa, and 

America. There follow information concerning agencies and societies, literary prizes, 

and a markets section providing data in respect of plays, scenarios, material for 

broadcasting, and markets for artists, designers and photographers. In the reference 
section is collected much general information, including legal matters, publishers’ 

agreements and the preparation of MSS. (808-06)

AS THEY APPEAR. John Mason Brown. Hamish Hamilton, 128.6d. 1953. 
20°9 cm. 266 pages. Index. 

A selection of notices on books, films and dramatic performances reprinted from the 
Saturday Review. Almost all these pieces display the merits and the limitations of able 
weckly journalism. Mr. Brown evidently needs the spur of indignation to give of his 
best and he is usually more interesting in attack than in appreciation. But his range 
is wide and his book offers plenty of diversion in its record of the extraordinary variety 
of fare which is offered annually to the New York public. His account of Dr. Edith 
Sitwell’s reading of Macbeth and of the decline of the art of Walt Disney stand out as 
especially memorable. (810-9) 


PATERSON. William Carlos Williams. Peter Owen, 8s.6d. 1953. 18°4 cm 
113 pages. 
This volume contains the first two books of an epic poem to be completed in four 
books. Its subject is the industrial town of Paterson, New Jersey, U.S.A., where the 
author lives and practises as a doctor. In cryptic verse that, in the manner of Ezra 
Pound’s Pisan Cantos, incorporates prose in the form of extracts from books, news- 
papers, and letters, Dr. Williams composes a picture of the human and material aspects 
of a city in which the past and the present continually flow into each other. The poem 
makes its effect as a total pattern rather than in detailed felicities—the poetry is in the 
compilation, as it were—and for this very reason judgment on the work as a complete 
experience must wait on the concluding two books; so far, the poem is an exciting 
fragment.

MEMORIES. Desmond MacCarthy. MacGibbon & Kee, 16s. 1953. 2

Each of the two memoirs (by Raymond Mortimer and Cyril Connolly) which 
introduce these collected essays and sketches pays tribute to the late Sir Desmond 
MacCarthy’s wonderful powers as a talker. This is the impression which the present 
volume predominantly leaves behind: the essays possess abundantly the charm of good 
conversation, but lack something of the system and tenacity of formal criticism. Sir 
Desmond MacCarthy’s writing has never been academic, but always extremely 
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responsive to the feel of contemporary life. His criticisms of modern authors are often 
enriched by personal impressions, the best here being his studies of Lytton Strachey and 
Somerset Maugham. (820°4) 


THE VICTORIAN SAGE. Studies in Argument. John Holloway. Macmillan, 
18s. 19$3. 22°2 cm. 309 pages. References. Index. 
The work of six Victorian writers—Carlyle, Disraeli, George Eliot, Newman, 
Matthew Arnold, and Hardy—is discussed to discover their views of life and the means 
they adopted to express these views. It is shown first that a detailed examination of 
their work reveals the whole expression of their philosophy. The author then deals 
with the difficulties of understanding their work and maintains that they make an 
imaginative rather than a logical appeal to the attention. They are artists using 
metaphor, incident, character, natural background, their own personality and words 
with specific import to give the reader an experience of life. This original, scholarly 
and unpedantic book is an excellent guide to the reading of these great Victorians.

English Poetry 
THE TRUE VOICE OF FEELING. Studies in English Romantic Poetry. 
Herbert Read. Faber, 25s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 382 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Sir Herbert Read’s title, a phrase from one of Keats’s letters, seeks to distinguish poctry 
written in a flexible organic form, corresponding closely to the nature of the poet's 
experience, from poetry composed in fixed forms and metres. Poems such as 
Coleridge’s lines on ‘Dejection’ and Keats’s ‘Fall of Hyperion’ are analysed among the 
earliest examples, and Sir Herbert traces this style of writing from the English 
Romantic movement through the work of Whitman, T. E. Hulme and Ezra Pound 
down to our own time. He argues that it is not merely a different mode of expression 
but represents a new attitude towards literature. His theory becomes much more 
controversial when he uses it to assert the superiority of romantic poetry. Although 
the conception is an interesting one and consistently worked out, it suffers from an 
unnecessarily ponderous manner of presentation. (821-03)

THE SILVER CURLEW. A Fairy Tale with Music. Eleanor Farjeon. Music 
by Clifton Parker. French, 6s. 1953. 24°6 cm. $8 pages. 7 illustrations. 6 diagrams.

This wholly delightful play for children is built round the story of Grimm’s Rumpel- 

stiltzkin, but the scene has been transferred to East Anglia. Intended for performance 

before and not by children, it makes an ideal Christmas entertainment, combining 

music, dancing, comedy and adventure, and closing with an Epiphany tableau. In 

traditional manner, there follows a harlequinade, and finally a bergamasque. (822-9) 


English Fiction 
PEACOCKS AND PRIMROSES. A Survey of Disraeli’s Novels. Muriel 
Masefield. Bles, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 319 pages. Frontispiece. 

Benjamin Disraeli (1804-81), best known today as a great Victorian statesman, gained 
early fame (1826) as a novelist and at intervals continued his novel writing to the end 
of his life. Muriel Masefield discusses all these novels: their subjects, style and charac- 
terisation, but particularly their political import. Disraeli created the political novel, 
weaving into his stories his views on the aristocracy, political dishonesty, the New 
Rich, and problems of social distress. As this thoroughly competent book shows, the 
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novels are worth attention today as a valuable literary study, the work of an acute 
mind, and as a pageant of English life and manners over two generations. (823-8)

CARLYLE: An Anthology. G. M. Trevelyan. Longmans, 16s. 1953. 22°2 cm.

Dr. Trevelyan has chosen many representative passages from Carlyle’s writings and 
classified them as they reveal Carlyle’s qualities, opinions, and different aspects of his 
work. His history, political philosophy and criticism of society and politics are well 
represented, but many other extracts illustrate his early life, travels, friendships, his 
power of description and characterisation and his observation of daily life. The able, 
but all too short, introduction deals with some of Carlyle’s doctrines and their 
influence, but concentrates on his art as a writer and as an historian. The anthology 
should achieve the compiler’s object of encouraging first-hand acquaintance with 
Carlyle’s work. (824-8) 


Old English Literature 


BEOW ULF. With the Finnesburg Fragment. Edited by C. L. Wrenn. Harrap, 21s. 
1953. 22 cm. 318 pages. Commentary. Bibliography. Glossaries. 
This is a book of prime importance to every student of Old English: the first complete 
re-editing for thirty years of this famous heroic poem, written probably before 
A.D. 750, which is the chief surviving achievement of Old English literature. The 
editor, who is Professor of Anglo-Saxon in the University of Oxford, has provided a 
very clear text (which is well printed), with variants and emendations in footnotes, and 
an up-to-date survey of the findings of scholarship in all relevant fields of research, 
and his masterly skill in exposition and in the arrangement of critical apparatus give 
the student all possible assistance towards literary and linguistic understanding and 
appreciation. (829-3)

THE INGENIOUS GENTLEMAN DON QUIXOTE DE LA 
MANCHA. Complete in two parts. Miguel de Cervantes Saavedra. A New 
Translation from the Spanish, with a Critical Text based upon the First Editions of 
1605 and 1615, and with Variant Readings, Variorum Notes, and an Introduction 
by Samuel Putnam. 2 vols. Cassell, 63s. 1953. 24 cm. $19: $59 pages. Notes. 
Bibliography. 


THREE EXEMPLARY NOVELS. Miguel de Cervantes Saavedra. Trans- 
lated by Samuel Putnam. Cassell, 30s. 1953. 24 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations by Luis 
Quintanilla. Notes. 

This American translator of Cervantes wrote good modern English prose; he avoided 

archaisms except where Cervantes was deliberately archaic. The translation is superior 

to the other English versions of Don Quixote in that it avoids the inaccuracy of Shelton, 
the jocosity of. Motteux and the archaistic flavour of Ormsby. The introduction is 
most valuable in its critical account of the other English translations; the notes at the 
end of each volume are usually relevant and correct. The aim of the translator was to 

make Cervantes’ work popular once more with English and American readers by a 

faithful and idiomatic rendering in twentieth-century English; he did his job very 

well. Unfortunately he did not complete his translation of the Novelas ejemplares 
before he died; two of the three now published are almost as good as the best chapters 

of the Quixote. (863-3) 
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THE ORACLE: A MANUAL OF THE ART OF DISCRETION 
(Oréculo manual y arte de prudencia). Baltasar Gracién. The Spanish text and a new 
English translation with critical introduction and notes by L. B. Walton. Dent, 16s. 
19$3. 19 cm. 317 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliographical note. 

Mr. Walton is Head of the Department of Hispanic Studies in the University of 

Edinburgh. His edition and translation of this extremely difficult but fascinating 

Spanish text are very welcome. The translation is far superior to the other English 

versions of Gracidn’s Oracle, and the text has been carefully prepared and printed. The 

introduction supplies an account of Gracidn himself, of his works, style and influence 
outside Spain, and of his importance as a moral thinker. A few of Mr. Walton’s 
interpretations may possibly be controversial, but his version represents a most 
stimulating challenge to the specialist and a most useful help to those who wish to 
read one of the most subtle minds of the seventeenth century. (868-3)

CAESAR’S WAR COMMENTARIES. De Bello Gallico and De Bello Civili. 
Edited and translated by John Warrington. Dent, 6s. 1953. 18°7 cm. 320 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 
Cacsar’s Commentaries, his reports on his conquest of Gaul (58 B.C.-51 B.C.), and on 
the civil war (49 B.C.-45 B.C.) against his senatorial opponents, record military events 
of vital importance in the history of Western Europe. The Introduction to this 
admirable new translation places these two periods of Caesar’s career in their historical 
setting, explains the organisation of the Roman army, and comments on Caesar's 
character and achievements. The translation, in vigorous modern idiomatic English, 
does justice to the well-known clarity and simplicity of the original. The book is an 
encouragement to all readers, with no Latin, or with gloomy memories of it, to know 
a famous story as a whole. (878 


Greek Literature 
ELECTRA and Other Plays. Sophocles. Translated by E. F. Watling. Penguin Books, 
2s. 1953. 18 cm. 218 pages. Paper bound. (Penguin Classics) 

Of Sophocles’ hundred or more plays, seven only are extant. The three most famous 
appeared in this series in Mr. Watling’s translation in 1947, under the title The Theban 
Plays. The remaining four, Ajax, Electra, Women of Trachis and Philoctetes now appear 
in this new volume, with an introduction and notes by the translator. As Mr. Watling 
points out, Sophocles was a master of dramatic technique and the founder of drama as 
it is known today. For it was with Sophocles that “character, not predestined event’, 
became ‘the focus of the drama’. The translations in verse, with an occasional passage 
in prose, admirably reproduce the magnificent theatre of the originals, and it is this 
quality that makes them so eminently suitable for production today. (882) 


STUDIES IN LATER GREEK COMEDY. T. B. L. Webster. Manchester 
University Press (Manchester), 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 271 pages. 4 plates. Indexes. 
This book is a sequel to Studies in Menander by the Professor of Greek at University 
College, London. After examining the comedy of the earlier part of the fourth century, 
the author assembles from the Greek fragments and the Roman adaptations a coherent 
picture of Menander’s older contemporaries—Philemon with his comedies of impro- 
visation and Diphilus with his love of spectacle and rapid action. A final chapter is 
devoted to Apollodorus, who continued the comedy of character in which Menander 
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excelled. The book shows the same careful erudition as its predecessor. It is embellished 
with pictures of comic actors and masks. (882) 


THE GREEK BUCOLIC POETS. Translated with brief notes by A. S. F. 
Gow. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 1953. 19°3 cm. 184 pages. 
In 1951 Mr. Gow’s monumental edition of Theocritus made available to the scholarly 
world the fruits of a life-long study of Greek bucolic poetry. The present work has a 
more modest aim: the lucid and accurate translation will aid the tyro grappling with 
the difficulties, of language and interpretation, in these highly artificial poems. At the 
same time it will disclose to the Greekless reader the content and something of 
the atmosphere of these products of Alexandrian literary industry. Each poem is 
furnished with a preface and explanatory notes. A brief introduction discusses the 
origin and history of bucolic poetry. (884)

WEST-OVER-SEA. An Account of Life in the Outer Hebrides set against the 
Legendary and Historical Background. D. D. C. Pochin Mould. Oliver & Boyd, 
18s. 1953. 19°3 cm. 304 pages. 14 photographs. 2 pages of text figures. Endpaper 
map. Bibliography. Index. 

The Viking sagas, Miss Pochin Mould tells us, have a delightful term for their raiding 

and colonising visits to the Islands of Scotland: they speak of their heroes going 

“West-over-Sea’. Her book is concerned with the group of the Outer Isles—Lewis, 

Harris, Uist and Barra—as well as smaller unfrequented islands. Her knowledge of 

them is intimate, and her study of their historical and archaeological background is a 

most pleasant and valuable synthesis of the material available in print. The illustrations 

and bibliography are excellent. (914"1) 


LONDON A TO Z. John Metcalf. André Deutsch, 5s.; paper-bound, 2s.6d. 
1953. 18°4 cm. 142 pages. Decorations by Edward Bawden. 2 maps. 

A very good pocket guide, practical, concise and sometimes amusing, which contains 

alphabetical entries for most things which most visitors want to know, from Air Lines, 

Albert Hall, and Annual Events, by way of Churches, Cinemas, Crown Jewels, Hotels, 


Lord Mayor, Museums, Shopping and Tipping to Wren Churches and Zebra 
Crossings. (914-21) 


FRENCH LIFE AND LANDSCAPE. Vol. Il. SOUTHERN FRANCE. 
Alfred Firth. Elek Books, 18s. 22-3 cm. 148 pages. 53 photographs. Endpaper map. 
Index. (Life and Landscape) 

This compact second helping of a rich meal is so stuffed with ingredients as to be 

indigestible if gulped; taken slowly, it will be found most nourishing. Mr. Firth has 

an informed love for architecture, ecclesiastical and lay, and a sensitive eye for 
natural beauties, while his description of the ancient crafts and industries still flourishing 
in remote towns, not to mention the varied gastronomic specialities, gives a lively 
picture of French life in those fortunate regions. Some provinces are treated in greater 
detail than others—the Burgundy chapter seems thin—but everywhere the account is 
clearly first-hand. It was a pity to mar this good book with mis-spelt place-names and 
French words. (914°4) 
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Biography 
FATHER BENSON: Founder of the Cowley Fathers. M. V. Woodgate. 
Bles, 108.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Richard Meux Benson (1824-1915) was one of the most influential spiritual leaders of 
his time. In this biography we have first an account of the years of preparation for what 
was to become his supreme achievement—the establishment of the Society of St. John 
the Evangelist. The greater part of the book covers the foundation of the society in 
Oxford, America and India. We have here a simple, persuasive and living portrait of 
the man himself, who, by what he was, even more than by what he taught, left his 
mark upon the life of the Church. (92) 


WHAT I HAVE HAD. Chapters in Autobiography. Harold Brighouse. Harrap, 
128.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 192 pages. 15 illustrations. Index. 
In brief, telling phrase, this Lancashire playwright and novelist describes his life over 
the last seventy years. He writes of the Swan Club, whose members included Stanley 
Houghton, Jack Kahane and Ernest Marriott, of the ‘Manchester School’ of dramatists 
and the famous Manchester Gaiety Theatre repertory of Miss Horniman, of the 
London theatres, tours in America, and much of the Manchester Guardian. Brighouse 
is most widely known for his ever popular Lancashire comedy, Hobson’s Choice (1916), 
but his fame as a dramatist may ultimately rest on his carly one-act plays, The Price of 
Coal and Lonesome-like, little masterpieces of humour, pathos, and social content. (92) 


ELIZABETH BARRETT BROWNING. Dorothy Hewlett. Cassell, 25s. 
1953. 22 cm. 382 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 15 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This book skilfully brings together much documentary detail in its presentation of a 

clear picture of Elizabeth Barrett Browning (1806-61). It covers much familiar ground, 

with quotations from letters and from poems ranging from her earliest juvenile efforts 
down to Aurora Leigh. The author lets “Elizabeth speak for herself” as much as possible. 

A welcome feature of the book is the attention given to the years before Elizabeth 

Barrett met Robert Browning. The significance of this period is often overlooked 

in arriving at an estimate of her personality and work, both of which, as the book 

shows, made a great impression on her contemporaries. (92) 


WINSTON CHURCHILL: The Era and the Man. Virginia Cowles. Hamish 
Hamilton, 18s. 1953. 22 cm. 392 pages. 21 illustrations. Index. 
Contemporary biographers of great public figures cannot portray their subjects in the 
perspective of history but enjoy the compensating advantages of access to living sources 
of information and ease of reference to multitudes of records which the future historian 
would uncover with difficulty. Miss Cowles has exploited these advantages very fully; 
and the result is a most vivid account of Mr. Churchill’s career, illuminated from many 
angles by quotations from friends, enemies, subordinates, the Press, books and official 
reports. It is not a blind panegyric but a critical assessment of the character and actions 
ofa great leader. It is also a very readable survey, in small compass, of the major events 
of the past sixty years. (92) 


AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF MAXIM GORKY. My Childhood. In the World. 
My Universities. Translated from the Russian by Isidor Schneider. Elek Books, 25s. 
1953. 22°2 cm. 624 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

A long sprawling work, whose immense vitality compensates for a frequently 

scrappy presentation of scene and a bewildering time sequence. Gorky’s memory is 











vivid and astonishingly comprehensive. It revels in every detail of the primitive, 
teeming life of the cities of southern Russia, in which his youth was spent. A perpetual 
but apparently carefree poverty and an insatiable curiosity for books are the two 
constant influences of his early years which played the most important part in his later 
career, The translation is vigorous, but sprinkled freely with American colloquialisms.

THE STRANGER’S SON. John J. Keevil. Bles, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 240

Dr. Keevil’s biography of Hamey the Stranger (British Book News, February issue) is 
followed by an equally erudite study of the personality and career of his son, Baldwin 
Hamey the Englishman, friend of Harvey, physician in the Hippocratic tradition, 
classical scholar and Royalist. For the medical historian, the interest of the work 
centres upon the seventeenth century activities of the Royal College of Physicians, to 
which Hamey gave devoted service and wealth. The background of professional life 


in London during the Rebellion, also based on original research into contemporary 
sources, has a far wider appeal. (92) 


IN MY SOLITARY LIFE. Being an Abridgement of the last three volumes 
of The Story of My Life. Augustus J. C. Hare. Edited with Notes and Introduction 
by Malcolm Barnes. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1953. 24 cm. 336 pages. 7 plates. 46 illus- 
trations in text. Index. 

This sequel to The Years with Mother carries the story from 1870 to Hare’s death at the 

turn of the century. The pattern remains similar, including extensive travels in 

the Mediterranean, Russia and Turkey, a tutorial engagement with the Norwegian 

Royal House and a perpetual round of visits to the great English country houses. 

Hare’s rambling style is at once consciously and unconsciously entertaining, and this 

volume contains an even richer variety of curious reminiscences of the great, strange 

experiences abroad and above all his naive but singularly terrifying ghost stories. Th 
innumerable touches of finely observed detail build up an unforgettable picture of 

the late Victorian age. The condensation is skilfully done. (92) 


A SURGEON'’S HERITAGE. James Harpole. Cassell, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
222 pages. 

James Harpole qualified in Dublin, came to London and took his F.R.C.S., and after 

serving in the First World War settled in Harley Street as a surgical consultant. These 

reminiscences of the shilling surgery at King’s Cross, the typhus epidemic in Serbia, 

Harley Street under bombardment, of consulting room and operating theatre are 


engagingly written. Each case described has a human appeal besides marking some 
dramatic advance in medicine or surgery. (92) 


THE LIFE AND ACTIVITIES OF SIR JOHN HAWKINS, Musician, 
Magistrate and Friend of Johnson. Percy A. Scholes. Oxford University Press, 35. 
1953. 22*2 cm. 302 pages. 11 plates. Facsimile. Index. 

Having written the definitive life of Burney, Dr. Scholes has now dealt faithfully with 

his contemporary Hawkins (1719-89), likewise the author of a vast history of music. 

Painstaking research has revealed many new facts, which show that Hawkins was an 

important figure in Georgian London, and memorable for other things besides his 

history. Dr. Scholes has made the best of Hawkins’ rather unlovable character, and set 
his great work fairly in the scales against Burney’s, whose letters on his rival he quotes. 

Hawkins’ most interesting account of the Academy of Ancient Music, now a rare item, 
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is reprinted in full. No student of English social life and music in the eighteenth century 
should be without this admirable book, which conceals its learning beneath a lively 
and witty style, and is superbly indexed. (92) 


GEORGE HOGBEN. A Biography. Herbert Roth. New Zealand Council for 
Educational Research (Wellington, New Zealand), 18s.6d. 1952. 22°2 cm. 172 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 4 plates. Bibliography. Index. (Educational Research) 

George Hogben was largely responsible for educational policy in New Zealand from 

1899 to 1915. During his period of office in the Education Department his wise 

administration and many reforms did much to establish the enlightened educational 

policy which the Dominion continues to pursue. This biography by the head of the 

Reference Section of the National Library Service in Wellington, who married his 

grand-daughter, tells of Hogben’s family tradition, his work and experiences as a 

student, a teacher, an inspector of schools and a headmaster. As well as giving an 

account in broad outline of his better known work as an administrator, Mr. Roth 

mentions Hogben’s hobbies, interests, prejudices and personal relationships. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF HERBERT HOOVER. Vol. 2. The Cabinet and 
the Presidency 1920-1933. Herbert Hoover. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1953. 22 cm. 419 
pages. 9 plates. Index. 

This volume covers some years of what have been called the Prosperity decade and 

the Depression decade. It is not a diary nor a collection of speeches but an autobio- 

graphy written at different times during Hoover’s life. After twenty years of 

Democratic administration students of American affairs will welcome this record by 

the last Republican President to hold office before Eisenhower. This record deals with 

post-war troubles with the League of Nations, the Harding and Coolidge adminis- 
trations, and the great crash of 1929. The promised future volumes will be cagerly 

awaited. (92) 


THE INCREDIBLE CANADIAN. A Candid Portrait of Mackenzie King: 
his Works, his Times, and his Nation. Bruce Hutchison. Longmans (Toronto, 
Canada), $5-00. 1952. 21 cm. 464 pages. Portrait. Index. 

Bruce Hutchison succeeds in making vivid, if not in explaining, the enigmatic 

Mackenzie King. He gives account of his worship of his ‘rebel’ grandfather, William 

Lyon Mackenzie, and his devotion to his mother, his personal kindliness and political 

ruthlessness, his deep religious faith and dabblings in spiritualism, and his obsession 

with the problem of Canadian unity and the conviction that only he could achieve it. 

His political career is the story of Canada. All the issues of the day are depicted with 

this strange man at the centre very consciously directing Canada’s destiny. This is not 

a definitive biography, the time for which is not yet. It is a ‘popular’ biography, but a 

provocative one. (92) 


LINCOLN THE PRESIDENT. Vol. Ill. MIDSTREAM. J. G. Randall. Eyre 
& Spottiswoode, 42s. 1953. 24 cm. 485 pages. 16 illustrations (1 map). Index. 

This third volume of Professor Randall’s life of Lincoln is mainly concerned with 

Lincoln the man. In 1863 Lincoln was faced with many critical situations arising from 

his emancipation proclamation, conscription, his exercise of his war powers, sup- 

pressive measures, foreign policy and the conduct of the war. In describing and 

commenting on these events the author shows Lincoln dealing with them in his unique 
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personal way. Lincoln is shown, too, in his family life, in personal bereavement, and in 
his official and social duties. His character is illustrated by many examples of his 
personal touch with friend and opponent, his attention to individuals, his humour, 
and his innate dignity. He is seen rising to the height of his great opportunities when 
he outlined his ideals of democracy and his plans for post-war restoration. The book 
is an outstanding study of a man whose humanity made him a world figure. (92) 


MY PATIENTS WERE ZULUS. James B. McCord with John Scott 
Douglas. Muller, 16s. 1952. 22-2 cm. 256 pages. 
This fascinating and moving autobiography describes Dr. McCord’s forty years’ work 
as a medical missionary, the colleagues who devotedly assisted him and the Zulus he 
served. At first he had a kraal practice, and his rivals, then and later, were the witch 
doctors with their hideous charms and deadly brews; the next step, the Zulu dispensary, 
was followed as the years passed by the opening of the McCord Zulu hospital, its 
recognition as a training centre for nurses and midwives, and finally the inception of 
his dearest scheme, a five-year training course for native medical aides. (92) 


MARY II. QUEEN OF ENGLAND. Hester W. Chapman. Cape, 25s. 
1953. 22°8 cm. 279 pages. 8 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Few save experts know much about Mary II, except that she was the eldest daughter of 
James II and Ann Hyde, and the rather colourless lesser half of the partnership “William 
and Mary’. Earlier historians were lukewarm about her, and she cuts no figure in the 
political history of the period. Miss Chapman, making skilful use of her sound 
knowledge of contemporary material, shows that such neglect does less than justice to 
1 woman of character and considerable ability. Her book throws some interesting 
sidelights on the court and the politics of the period. (92) 


SALISBURY, 1830-1903. Portrait of a Statesman. A. L. Kennedy. Murray, 
2§8. 1953. 22°2 cm. 423 pages. 8 plates. Facsimile. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
There is room for a one-volume life of Lord Salisbury such as Mr. Kennedy has 
written. No light task when one recalls that the subject was three times Prime Minister 
and four times Foreign Secretary, and that the official biography by his daughter Lady 
Gwendolen Cecil left the last ten years untouched although her work extended to four 
volumes. The author has set himself strict limits in this concise portraiture, concen- 
trating attention on Salisbury’s political methods and his philosophy of life. From his 
study there emerges a clear-cut picture which is an admirable introduction to the 
politics and diplomacy of the Victorian age. (92) 


TITO SPEAKS. His Self Portrait and Struggle with Stalin. Vladimir Dedijer. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1953. 21°5 cm. 472 pages. 15 plates.-2 maps. Index. 
This is an important and fascinating book on many counts. First, it is an illuminating 
biography of Tito, by one of his closest colleagues, and told to some extent in Tito’s 
own words; secondly, as an inside account of the break between Yugoslavia and the 
U.S.S.R., it is invaluable to the student of the “cold war’; and thirdly, it presents almost 
as clear a character study of Stalin as of Tito. The difference between them seems to be 
that in Stalin the human being was overcome by the Marxist autocrat, whereas Tito 
remains human and is a patriot as much as he is a Communist. This is the fact that 
Stalin overlooked. (92) 
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WOLSEY. A. F. Pollard. New edition, illustrated. Longmans, 25s. 1953. 22*2 cm. 409 
pages. 5 plates. Index. 


The late Professor Pollard was the acknowledged master of Tudor history, and his life 
of Wolsey, ecclesiastic and statesman, has been accepted as the authoritative biography 
since its first appearance in 1929. In this second edition the only changes comprise one 
page and a half of additions and corrections (mainly factual) which the author made in 
his own copy. Five illustrations have also been added. (92) 


WHO’S WHO, 1953. An Annual Biographical Dictionary with which is 
incorporated ‘Men and Women of the Time’. rosth year. Black, 100s. 1953. 22*2 cm. 
3,329 pages. 

This well-known biographical dictionary provides details, including the addresses, of 

British personalities prominent in many spheres and of some of the outstanding figures 

of the Commonwealth and of foreign countries. The entries relating to authors give 

bibliographies of published works. The entries are prepared by the subjects themselves, 
and a supplement brings the work up to ‘date as far as January 1953. There is a section 

on members of the Royal Family, and an obituary section. (920) 


THE GREAT ACCOMPLISHMENT. Averil Mackenzie-Grieve. Bles, 21s. 
19$3. 22°3 cm. 304 pages. 9 illustrations. Notes. Bibliography. MS. sources. Index. 
A survey of the contribution of five English women to eighteenth century colonisation. 
The five are: Mrs. Falconbridge, who abominated the slave trade and sailed with her 
reformer husband to renew, with many vicissitudes, in Sierra Leone ‘a settlement for 
the happy establishment of Blacks’; Mrs. Brodbelt, who maintained in Jamaica the 
same leisured conventional life as her relations in England; Mrs. Pinckney, who taught 
white and negro children, efficiently managed three South Carolina plantations, and 
became in 1776 an ardent revolutionary; Mrs. Simcoe, wife of the Lieutenant 
Governor of Upper Canada, as easy in the high civilisation of overheated Quebec as in 
the log cabin she adorned with Stowe tapestries; and Mrs. Macarthur, businesslike 
and uncompassionate, who was granted 600 acres in New South Wales for her services 
to its agriculture. This scholarly, entertaining contribution to cultural history is 
admirably documented from public and private records. (923-96) 


SEVEN FRIENDS. Louis Marlow. Richards Press, 10s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 176 
pages. 
A modestly presented collection of portraits, which reveals greater literary power than 
many more pretentious volumes. A great deal has been written about the book’s 
principal subjects, Oscar Wilde, Frank Harris, Aleisteir Crowley and Somerset 
Maugham, all of whom Mr. Marlow recalls as a sympathetic friend but also as an 
extremely sharp observer. He has something new to tell us of each of his friends and he 
does it with assurance, tact and wit. His recollections of the three Powys brothers 
combine personal appreciation with an infectious enthusiasm for their books. (928-2)

trated’ by Don Pottinger. Nelson, 10s.6d. 1953. 24°8 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations in 
colour. 

At first sight this book, with its pages glowing with amusing illustrations in rich 

heraldic colours, appears to be primarily humorous, but Mr. Moncreiffe’s text is a 
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simple, straightforward essay on heraldry, necessarily brief, but within its limits 
rcliable, and constituting an introduction to the more serious books listed in the preface. 
While it has a strong Scottish flavour, it also deals with English armorial practice and 
glances at the heraldic systems in other parts of the world. (929°6)

HAIG: MASTER OF THE FIELD. Sir John Davidson. Nevill, 21s. 1953. 
22*3 cm. 182 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 3 endpaper maps. 
This book by the Director of Military Operations at British Headquarters in France 
from 1916 to 1918 provides another effective attack on the criticisms of Haig that were 
expressed between the two world wars. The author’s theme is morale. The initial 
contribution of the British Empire to the land battles of 1914 was a force small in 
number but great in spirit compared with the vast armies of France, Germany and 
Russia. As its strength grew so its morale increased. The author attributes this largely 
to the steadfast confidence and leadership of Haig during the critical months of 1917 
and 1918, and it is with this period that the book is concerned. (940°42) 


TO BENGHAZI. Gavin Long. Australian War Memorial (Canberra, Australia), 
2$8. 24 CM. 1953. 336 pages. 41 illustrations. 6 maps. 31 sketch maps. Notes. Index. 
(Australia in the War of 1939-1945. Series 1 (Army). Vol. 1) 

After giving a short account of the Australian army in the period between the two 

world wars, Gavin Long tells of the Australian Imperial Forces’ opening engagements 

and carries the story forward to the end of the operations in Cyrenaica late in March 

1941. This first North African campaign is described in vivid detail. The author has 

had full access to numerous official and private records, many of them unpublished, 

and he has also been able to draw on his own observations as a war correspondent. 

This volume is an auspicious introduction to the Australian war history of which 

Mr. Long is general editor. (940°542) 


CLINICAL PROBLEMS OF WAR. Allan S. Walker. Australian War 
Memorial (Canberra, Australia), 35s. 1952. 24 cm. 726 pages. 73 illustrations. 5 maps. 
11 diagrams. Bibliographical references. Index. (Australia in the War of 1939-1945. 
Series 5 (Medical). Vol. 1) 
This discussion of clinical problems is necessarily confined to those facing the Austra- 
lian armed forces during the years 1939 to 1945. It is arranged in logical order, the main 
divisions dealing with infectious diseases, systematic and constitutional affections, 
disturbances due to nutritional and physical causes, surgery, and special subjects. The 
sixty-one chapters cover a wide range of subjects, with the greatest individual treat- 
ment devoted to malaria. The effects of malnutrition, particularly on prisoners of war, 
are described also at some length. The author, a distinguished physician, held high 
army appointments and is responsible for the remaining four volumes of this series.

A SOURCE BOOK OF SCOTTISH HISTORY. Vol. 2. 1424 to 1567. 
Edited by William Croft Dickinson, Gordon Donaldson, Isabel A. Milne. Nelson, 
10S. 1953. 18°5 cm. 238 pages. 
This volume is even better than that for the period to 1424 (reviewed in British Book 
News, January issue). For one thing, there is a greater wealth of documents to draw 
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from. The Acts of Parliament continue to furnish many quotations, but in addition we 
now have, for example, the Registers of the Privy Council and the Privy Seal and the 
Lord High Treasurer’s Accounts, to say nothing of personal narratives such as those of 
Pitscottie and Knox. The introductions to the various sections of the present volume 
are excellent, with their up-to-date references, especially to periodical articles. (941)

ENGLISH HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS. Vol. Il. 1042-1189. Edited by 
David C. Douglas and George W. Greenaway. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 80s. 1953. 
24°6 cm. 1,038 pages. Bibliography. Index to texts. 


This volume marks the beginning of an enterprise likely to be as pasisiaeen as it is 
ambitious, being nothing less than a series of twelve volumes, planned on generous 
lines, in which it is proposed to print a selection of the texts essential to the study of 
English history. The editors will supply explanatory commentaries, notes, and critical 
bibliographies. If the standard set by this first volume is maintained this new series 
should be of great service to students of history, and will find an important place on 
the reference shelves of all libraries. The years covered are important because it was 
in this period that the way was prepared for the Norman Conquest, the Conquest 
was achieved, and many of the problems to which it gave rise were worked out. The 
selection of documents is admirable, and the accompanying bibliographies, etc. a work 
of real scholarship. (942-02) 


THE COCKNEY. A Survey of London Life and Language. Julian Franklyn. 
André Deutsch, 18s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 346 pages. Notes. Index. 


The author does not define the Cockney nor confine him to any social class, yet he 
does mainly deal with the working class population, which he thinks is most represen- 
tative of the Cockney physically. He first shows the Cockney in history and literature 
and then, to bring out the Cockney characteristics, describes the London scene as it is, 
or has been, animated by the Cockney in many varied activities of work and leisure. 
The section on Cockney speech is the best part of this illuminating book. In it the 
informal tone of the whole book is skilfully maintained as the author uses his first-hand 
knowledge to illustrate Cockney dialect, idiom and slang. (942°1) 


Byzantine Empire 
HISTORY OF THE BYZANTINE EMPIRE, 324-1453. A. A. Vasiliev. 
2nd English edition, revised. Blackwell (Oxford), 75s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 858 pages. 
4 maps. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Long accepted as a classic of Byzantine scholarship, this work was first published in 
Russian in 1917-25 and has since been translated into many languages. The English 
translation of 1928-29 and the French translation of 1932 were both revised by the 
author. This new English version is based on the French, but once again Professor 
Vasiliev has made extensive improvements, bringing the treatment, documentation 
and bibliography up to date and adding a new chapter on Byzantine feudalism. 
Professor Vasiliev’s work is particularly valuable on the external relations of the 
Empire in both Europe and Asia, for which he has used Slavonic and Islamic as well as 


Greek and Western sources. In this sooth anniversary of the Turkish conquest of 


Constantinople, it is good to have this account, at once authoritative and readable, 
of the Christian Empire of the East from the first to the last Constantine. — (949°5)

THE MIDDLE EAST, 1953. A survey and directory of Arabia, Cyprus, 
Egypt, Iraq, Isracl, Jordan, the Lebanon, Libya, Persia, the Sudan, Syria and Turkey, 
with geographical, historical, economic and educational surveys, concise informa- 
tion about political, industrial, financial and cultural organisations, and Who's 
Who in the Middle East. 3rd edition. Europa Publications, 60s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 
444 pages. 12 maps. Bibliographies. 

The previous edition of this reference work appeared in 1950, and the important 

changes that have occurred since then are reflected in these pages. The background 

information necessary to an understanding of the countries under review is given 
under uniform headings. Notable features of this revised edition include an outline 
of the physical and social geography of the Middle East, by Dr. W. B. Fisher, and the 
addition of an historical section for each country. The Who’s Who has been expanded.

The history of the Condominium is given in 
an explanatory memorandum, followed by the statement to the House of Commons 
in 1951 regarding a new constitution providing for self-government, the draft of the 
statute, the text of the agreement with Egypt signed by Sudanese political represen- 
tatives, and the draft and final text of the agreement signed in February between 
Britain and Egypt.

KINGSTON, THE KING’S TOWN. James A. Roy. McClelland & Stewart 
(Toronto, Canada), $7-50. 1952. 23 cm. 384 pages. Photographs, including endpapers. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Kingston, like Halifax, cherishes its tradition as an army and navy town. As the French 

Fort Frontenac in fur-trading days, as military and shipbuilding centre of Upper 

Canada during and preceding the war of 1812, and as erstwhile capital of the united 

provinces of Canada, the town has a lively history and a strong individuality. Professor 

Roy tells its story with impressive historical detail, less of which might have permitted 

the subject to emerge more clearly. A fuller index could have made it an invaluable 

reference book. As it is, this is an interesting book to dip into. (971°3)

General 


THE SECRET STREAM. Marcel Aymé. Translated from the French by 
Norman Denny. Bodley Head, 11s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


Le Moulin de la Sourdine (Paris, 1936) presents a canvas of life in a French manufacturing 
town. Although the action revolves round the repercussions on a number of people 
(young and old) of a peculiarly unpleasant crime—the murder and mutilation of a 
young servant girl by a sexually repressed but otherwise highly respectable lawyer— 
the total effect is, somehow, not sordid. M. Aymé may portray character and incident 
with an unvarnished realism, but he has a compensating compassion for human nature 
and a tolerant awareness of the secret motives—whether despicable or not—that 
activate behaviour. 


LOVE GOES WEST. An Entertainment. Margaret Bullard. Hamish Hamilton, 
10s. 6d. 1953. 19 cm. 253 pages. 

Here is a delightful satire on the methods by which bureaucrats try to persuade the 
long-suffering public to buy unpopular foods in times of scarcity. A mission—a staid 
civil servant and his wife—is sent to California to “bulk-buy’ sardines which, unfortu- 
nately, turn out to be green fish that nobody will eat. The sojourn in California 
involves them in experiences that give Miss Bullard an opportunity to make many 
effective thrusts at sex, artists, and religious cranks. This genuinely amusing and clever 
book is recommended to all who enjoy witty prose and wicked observation of society’s 
follies. 


NEW RUSSIAN STORIES. Selected and Translated by Bernard Guilbert 

Guerney. Peter Owen, 15s. 1953. 22°4 cm. 240 pages. Biographical notes. 
The title of this book is misleading, for many of the stories are by no means new, some, 
indeed, having appeared as long ago as the 1920s. The book, however, is excellent: it 
gives a good idea of the Russian short story as practised during the last thirty years, and 
the English (or rather American) versions are very readable. Good though many of 
them are, these tales have a more than Jiterary interest, giving a valuable impression 
of life in the U.S.S.R. and revealing much interesting information about the Russian 
character. Among the authors included are Zoshchenko, Maxim Gorki, Alexis Tolstoi, 
and Boris Pasternak. 


THE SPECTACLE. Rayne Kruger. Longmans, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
Rayne Kruger’s first novel, Tanker, impressed by its competence and realism; these 
qualities are even more evident in this, his second book. It is a tale about a London 
surveyor’s office in which a murder is committed; the murderer is fairly obvious from 
the start, the interest of the book being not in discovery but in the murderer’s character 
and psychology as revealed in his relations with his friends. Mr. Kruger’s method, like 
Arnold Bennett’s, is to build up factual veracity: he has a passion for the processes and 
mechanisms of society and it serves him well. 


THE RETREAT. P. H. Newby. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°8 cm. 222 pages. 

The three principal characters of Mr. Newby’s last novel, A Step to Silence—Knight, 
Jane and Hesketh—reappear in this story. Knight is now a deserter from the R.A.F. 
and Hesketh is married to Jane. Before returning to his own wife Knight is under a 
compulsion to visit Jane; he does so and runs off with her; Hesketh pursues them and 
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kills Jane and himself. The motives for this behaviour are obscure, but Mr. Newby’s 
intelligent character drawing and acute powers of observation are everywhere 
apparent in the book. Some of the writing is brilliant. 


AMONG WOMEN ONLY. Cesare Pavese. Translated from the Italian by 
D. D. Paige. Peter Owen, 11s.6d. 1953. 19°5 cm. 198 pages. 

The background of this book is unusual—haute couture in Italy. It is the story of a 
woman who has become successful in the world of fashion and who returns to the city 
of Turin where she spent her poverty-stricken childhood. There she associates with 
rich bohemian society and witnesses decadence and despair that lead, in one case, to 
suicide. This picture of futility affecting certain classes in modern Italy has a tragic 
significance in view of the author’s own suicide in 1950. 


COLLECTED STORIES. Osbert Sitwell. Duckworth and Macmillan, 25s. 195 
2°2 cm. $59 pages.

Sir Osbert Sitwell belongs by temperament and outlook to a civilisation richer in 
culture, leisure and idiosyncrasy than that of the Welfare State. In his long career as a 
littérateur he has, intermittently, produced several volumes of short stories. The thirty- 
two stories presented here are all of them carefully wrought; their tempo is a somewhat 
florid adagio—indeed Sir Osbert’s obsession with detail sometimes over-weights a 
tenuous theme. Sir Osbert views his characters objectively, often with a certain chilly 
critical detachment. Many of these stories are clever studies—-sinister, satirical, or 
merely absurd—in eccentricity in a variety of forms, and there is much to entertain 
the sophisticated in this handsome book, which is similar in format to the famous 
autobiographical volumes, Left Hand! Right Hand! 


TALES OF MOORLAND AND ESTUARY. Henry Williamson. Macdonald, 

12s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 256 pages. Drawings by Broom Lynne. 
The dozen tales in this volume deal with human and animal life in Devon as it was 
some thirty years ago and they were, in fact, mostly written at that time. Mr. 
Williamson describes, as only he can, the landscapes and seascapes of Dartmoor, 
Exmoor, and the Torridge estuary and chronicles some odd happenings: a whale near 
Bideford, a night spent with a pickled corpse, a fight between a stoat and a London 
business man. It is a pity, however, that Mr. Williamson has had to drag prejudices 
such as anti-Semitism into the book. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE NIGHT-WATCHMAN’S FRIEND. Mary Fitt. Macdonald, 9s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 205 pages. 

A leisurely story which relies mainly upon good background detail and plausible 
character drawing for its interest. A humble old Cornishman had an improbable 
friend—a cultivated fellow, idle, and completely self-effacing—whom he devotedly 
looked after. Alive, Henry Rowles was a bit of a mystery; his untimely death, after 
making a surprising will, raised problems concerning his true identity. These are 
doggedly solved by a retired solicitor, who does not believe—any more than the 
reader can—that Rowles was killed by his friend, the night-watchman. 


THE LADY AND THE UNICORN. Peter Irving. Evans Bros., 9s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 194 pages. 

This intelligent story (which owes a debt to Simenon, perhaps) is set in a small 

Channel fishing port. The citizens of Bretteville are enmeshed in the corruption 
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resulting from the recent German occupation and backwash of Resistance activities, 
and on a certain night of mist two young men (one of them English) are found 
stabbed; a detective comes from England to investigate. Throughout a realistic and 
exciting narrative, with many subtle strands, there moves the figure of Colette—a 
beautiful young girl believed by the superstitious fisherfolk to bring disaster to those 
who associate with her. A well-knit plot moves to a melodramatic, but not uncon- 
vincing, finale, and the many characters are drawn with a masterly incisiveness and 
psychological veracity. 


Reprints 
THE MAN IN THE QUEUE. Josephine Tey. Reprint. Peter Davies, 9s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 255 pages. 

Originally published in 1927 under the author’s other pen name “Gordon Daviot’, 
this early work of the late Josephine Tey is the first to introduce that very human 
sleuth Inspector a Tey could not write badly or unintelligently, and if 
the plot is not handled with the mastery of the later and more brilliant studies in 
personality and crime, all the characters are interesting and intensely alive and the 
identity of the person who stabbed a quiet and innocuous young man while he was 
standing in a London theatre queue is not disclosed to the reader—or to the uneasy 
Grant cither—until the final pages. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
ANNE-MARIE AND THE PALE PINK FROCK. Brigid Knight. Dent, 
8s.6d. 1953. 19° cm. 187 pages. Coloured frontispiece and 4 drawings by Isobel 
Morton Sale. 
This warm-hearted and extremely original story by a South African novelist is set on 
a Transvaal farm in 1938. It was the centenary year of the Great Trek of the Voor- 
trekkers who set out on a hazardous journey from the Cape to discover the lands that 
are now Natal, the Orange Free State and the Transvaal. In relating the present-day 
fortunes of the endearing Hugo family (three children and their widowed mother) 
the author gives some flashbacks to past history—for the pink frock worn by Anne- 
Marie at the centenary pageant carries a family story going back to the days of the 
Voortrekkers. Girls from ten to fourteen who like a romantic tale that is also highly 
amusing will enjoy this one. 


THE MINIATURE MYSTERY. Nansi Pugh. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 190 pages. Coloured frontispiece and black-and-white illustrations by 
W. Littlewood. 

The ‘mystery’ element in this engaging story is really quite slight and not very 

convincing—its chief attraction lies in the vivacious, true-to-life, and often very funny 

account of how three London children, whose father is an M.P., entertain their foreign 
cousins (a French boy and an American girl) in Westminster and in their country 
home. The summer holidays are packed with lively events, and a little mild detection 
reveals the whereabouts of a family heirloom stolen from the relations in America. 
Girls from ten to fourteen, and some boys too, will enjoy this well-written book. 


THE PRIZE ESSAY. Kathleen Wallace. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
221 pages. Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

Bookish girls in their teens, who can accept a rather curious mixture of everyday life, 

fantasy and literary criticism, will find much to interest them in this story about the 
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Brontés. The schoolgirl heroine plans to write an essay on this famous literary family 
for a competition. Gently guided by various grown-ups, Deborah pursues a fascinated 
quest for information; she ‘lives with’ the Brontés so pee, that the young 
Charlotte, Emily, Anne and Branwell actually appear to her and talk about themselves. 
Miss Wallace has sound ideas about the Brontés, and she builds up a vivid outline of 
their life and works. 


Non-Fiction 

SIX ANIMAL PLAYS. Frank Carpenter. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1953. 19°3 cm. 
142 pages. 6 illustrations by Ronald Searle. 

Most of these animal plays derive in feeling from Aesop. They are simple in language, 

easily spoken, have well differentiated characters, much action and good humour. They 

are suitable for children of seven or eight, or possibly younger, who want scripted 


plays to act from. They would also provide good material for teachers of English in 
foreign schools. 


A FARM DICTIONARY. Compiled by Derek H. Chapman. Evans Bros., 

8s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 210 pages. Illustrations by Evelyn Dunbar. 
Published in association with the National Federation of Young Farmers’ Clubs, this 
handbook is primarily one for young readers although it may well find a place on any 
farm bookshelf. It is purely and simply a dictionary of agricultural terms and those 
of its ancillary arts and sciences; it makes no pretence of being an encyclopedia. In 
this it can fairly claim to be the first of its kind. The author, who is Senior Lecturer in 
Agriculture at the College of Estate Management, Wye, Kent, is well known as a 
writer for the young, and throughout this work he has maintained a creditable 
standard of conciseness and clarity. The simplified illustrations by Evelyn Dunbar are 
in keeping with the text. 


POND LIFE. Jean Gorvett. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1953. Obl. 22°5 cm. 31 pages. 
Illustrations in colour and black-and-white by Paxton Chadwick. Paper bound. 
(Puffin Picture Books) 

Few youngsters can resist dabbling in ponds. This picture book, with a simple and 

lively text, tells the eight to twelve-ycar-olds how to get practical enjoyment from a 

pond. It describes the plants, molluscs, insects, amphibia, fish, and the animal and bird 

life that are associated with ponds in Britain. It also gives a short note on how to keep 


an aquarium, and advises the budding naturalist to keep records of what he observes in 
his own particular pond. 


CHATHAM. J. H. Plumb. Collins, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 159 pages. Frontispiece. 
Note on sources. (Brief Lives) 

William Pitt (1708-78), who became Earl of Chatham in 1768, is famous in British 
history as the organiser of victory in the Seven Years’ War (1756-63) when, for the 
first time in a long parliamentary career, he became Secretary of State. In depicting 
Pitt moving towards this climax, Dr. Plumb shows that Pitt’s extraordinary person- 
ality, egotistic, aloof and dominating, prevented his maintaining a party in a factious 
House of Commons. His policy of war for commercial supremacy had no chance until 
the imminence of disaster made events too powerful for the existing administration to 
control. The author shows this same personality determining the last part of Pitt’s 
career when Earl of Chatham. This admirable little book does justice both to the period 
and to Pitt and his achievements. Adults as well as adolescents will find it of value. 
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THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN SWEDEN. George L. Proctor. Phoenix 
House, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 23 illustrations. Map. Glossary. Index. (Young Traveller 
Series) 

Written in a jolly story-form this little book describes how two English children spend 

an interesting and instructive year staying with their Swedish relatives. Tony and 

Helen travel the whole length of the country, meeting other young people and even 

spending some of the time in a Swedish school, and on the way acquire much 

information about the history, economic life and customs of this progressive country. 

For children from twelve to fifteen. 


A HISTORY OF EVERYDAY THINGS IN ENGLAND. Vol. IV. 1851 
to 1914. Marjorie and C. H. B. Quennell. Revised by Christina Hole: sth edition. 
Batsford, 15s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 192 pages. 5 colour plates. 68 illustrations. 101 drawings 
in text. Bibliography. Index. 

The fourth volume of the Quennells’ four-volume work has here been extensively 
revised and largely re-illustrated, and the period it covered has been shortened (a new 
volume will deal with contemporary life). Man’s activities in getting himself fed, 
clothed and housed are the main topics of the work. They necessitate a description of 
work and living conditions in town and country, and the growth of transport. These 
lead to a consideration of fashions, home life, recreation, the standards of living and of 
education. The excellent illustrations amply illustrate the text, which will interest 
adults as much as the adolescents for whom it is intended. 


FLYING THE ATLANTIC. Manfred Reiss. Parrish, 7s.6d. cloth; 6s. boards. 
1953. 21°5 cm. 36 pages. Coloured illustrations. 

A brief, simply written description, for children from eight to eleven, of a giant air- 

liner, which can carry seventy-two passengers from London to New York in eighteen 

hours. It gives an account of the passengers’ quarters and the duties of the crew, and is 

full of those technical details, so beloved by the modern child, concerning the workings 

of the “Stratocruiser’. The book is copiously, if rather garishly, illustrated with pictures 


and diagrams. 


THE SEVEN QUEENS OF ENGLAND. Geoffrey Trease. Heinemann, 
10s.6d. 19$3. 20°3 cm. 192 pages. 11 illustrations. 


The Queens of England considered in this book succeeded to the throne in their own 
right: Maud, from whom the Plantagenets were descended; Mary Tudor; Elizabeth 
the First; Mary Stuart, the wife of William III; Anne; Victoria, and Elizabeth II, the 
present Queen. The author brings out the personality of each of these sovereigns and 
their influence on people as well as on policy. He describes their childhood, education 
and training. The historical setting is preserved without too much detail. The book 
will appeal to young readers of twelve years and upwards, but will be of interest to 
everybody. 


THE BOOK OF SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERY. How Science Has Aided
